BAKER TO GREET GENERAL 


War Secretary and Congressmen to 
Welcome Commander on Ar- 
rival Monday Morning. 


General John J. Pershing, Comman- 
der in Chief of the American Hixpedi- 
tionary Forces, should be back.’on 
American soil at 10 q’clock next Mon- 
day morning. By that hour, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, the. Leviathan is 
expected to have docked at Hobokén, 
and within a few minutes thereafter 
the leader/of America’s millions / who 
fought in France should bef perhaps al- 
most literally, in the arms of a grate- 
ful nation, 

Bven while the greatest transport 
noses up the bay, Pershing is sure to 
know the country awaits him.. This he 
may learn officially, according te plans 
now under consideration by the War 
Department, if he is met.at the Nar- 
rows by a welcoming and escorting 
fleet of armored cruisers and warships. 
If it is decided to send such an escort, 
Secretary of War Baker and such other 
Government officials as come to New 
York to greet the General will be 
aboard. 

If it is determined to await the re- 
turning warrior at the pier, he will 
learn less formally and ‘officially, but 
none the less certainly, as he. ap- 
proaches his landing place, that Amer- 
ica ig glad to have him back, for there 
is sure to be a great din of greeting 
from the sirens of passing craft and the 
whistles of countless. factories. 

Almost every hour sees an elaboration 
of the plans to make the Commander in 
Chief's few days as the guest of the 
city as genuine a tribute as the occa- 
sion’ merits. At the same time the city 
grows perceptibly more eager: for the 
parade of the veteran all-American Ist 
Division which General Pershing, who 
took that division to France, is to lead 
upon its return. So that the. spirit of

LONDON, Sept. 3.—The Daily Mail 
says that within the next fortnight Wal- 
ter Long, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
will report to: the Premier exactly how 
far yhe ts prepared to go with the re- 
duction of the fleet and Admiralty staff. 
It is probable that Mr. Long will.try 
to bring the present expenditure of 
£140,000,000 down to something below 
£70,000,000. It is likely that the per- 
sonnel of the fleet will be reduced to 
pré-war numbers, but the greatest re- 
duction and saving. will be in ships. 

In future the navy will consist only 
of battleships, battle cruisefs, light 
cruisers, destroyers, and submarines. 
All other types of vessels, such as the 
o.der class of cruisers, ate to be ruth- 
iessly scrapped, and no new ships are 
to be built in the immediate future, the 
work of the Admiralty yards being con- 
fined to the general upkeep of the fleet 
and the reconditioning of merchant ves- 
sels for handing them back to their 
owners. There will, therefore, be fewer 
ships in the navy than before the war, 
but they wil all be fighting ships and,

It has now been decided to complete 
the construction of thirty-six vessels in 
these modern classes, it having been 
found a more economical procedure than 
breaking them up on the stocks.

Barnitz said. The“reply,. he asserted, 
was to the effect that it wasn’t certain 
that there would be a strike and that 
even if there was one it vas doubt- 
ful whether any strike-breakers would 
be engaged. Mr. Barnitz said’ that he 
tok the Interborough representative 
that he would remain in the city Satur- 
day and Sunday and remain in touch 
with them, in case there was any 
change of plans. 
Mr. Barnitz, it was said at the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, was known to 
the Interborough officials through his 
work in the strike of 1916, when he was 
a detective in the New York Police De- 
partment. He was instrumental in ob- 
taining the conviction of several men 
who were concerned in a dynamite plot 
at 110th Street. 

John Harrigan, the first President of 
the Brotherhood .of Interborough Em- 
ployes, the union which was formed 
as a result of the 1916 strike, was also 
a witness yesterday.. He was ques- 
tioned in detail about the formation df 
the union. Harrigan, in previous state- 
ments to the District Attorney, said

The appointment of stich an officiaY 
or committee, it is felt, will eliminate 
the danger of races being conductéd 
over inaccurate distances, ag has often 
been the cage in the past. The most re- 
cent illustration of the necessity for 
such an office was furnished at the 
i gy poet abe 2 ba A ta in Washington 

rk, jas Monday. The 
track, improvised 
border, vie 8 ho ig to measure 220 
yards to the lap, or eight laps to the 
mile. On the time recorded for the races 
conducted this’ measurement was found 
to be decidedly inaccurate, one official 
claiming’ that the track was short by 
about fiye yards on every lap. Under 
these Sonaisions an athlete ran forty 
yards short in a race at one mile, and 
ouble thfS distance in*a two-mile run. 
The shortage was accounted for by the

The conditions at several tracks in the 
metropolitan district are similar and 
officials are beginning a campaign to 
eradicate the evik It is’ felt that the 
sport suffers materially by the absence 


of proper measurements and atakes, 
inasmuch as prominent runners who 
start from scratch in handicap events 
are deprived of opportunities to redeem 
the marks they allow, while handicapped 
competitors; who are successful on the 
short tracks, are deceived through their 
inaccurate performances, Those who 
have the interest of the sport at heart 
argue that the deterrent can be re- 
moved only by the appointment of an 
official who would visit the scene before 
the date of the meet, properly measure 
the track, and provide temporary stakes, 
according to his measurements. 

The custom of utilizing small Ameri- 
can flags as borders and stakes at ath- 
letic meets also has been condemned by 
patriotic officials, and it is likely le 
lation will be urged to eliminate t ts 
practice.. The ags invariably are 
trampled under foot and seldom serve 
the purpose for which they are placed 
in the ground, Outside of the degrada- 
tion the national emblem suffers it is 
said there is absolutely no need for 
utilizing the flags for this purpose, when 
small uprights, such as are used for the 
Tanes in sprinting races, could be used 
more appropriately as track borders 
— the permanent article is not pro- 
vided

LONDON, Sept. 3. —News of Bolshevist 
successes ‘onthe ‘southern. front against’ 
the armies: of ‘Gerieral “Denikin, is’, con- 
tained. in -wireless- -announcements” from 
the Soviet .Government. at: Moscow, | 
which also . reports that Admiral Kol- 
chak,: head ofthe all-Russian Govern-: 
ment, “has evacuated Omsk. and. trans-. 
ferred his headquarters to" Irkutsk. : 

A dispatch from Omsk says that Ad- 
miral Kolchak has.issued .a stirring: ap- 
peal to all Russians capable of bearing 
arms to join the ranks, saying that the 
destiny of Russia is at stake. He .de- 
clares. that his Gevernment will not lay 
down its arms until victory has been 
won. He calls upon the remainder of 
the population incapable of bearing 
arms to furnish supplies and munitions. 

According to.one ofthe Soviet mes- 
sages the Bolsheviki have occupied the 
town of Dubovka, on the Volga, 181 
miles south-southwest of Saratov. It 
reads: 

“We have occupied pee The 
enemy is evacuating Tsaritsin (Govern- 
ment of Saratov, 110° miles. south-south- 
west of Kamishin) and we have taken 
Loureff. During the capture of Orsk 
(155 miles east-southeast of Orenburg) 
we took 3,000 prisoners.’’ 

Another Moscow message announces 
that anti-Bolshevist forces dccupied the 
southern outskirts of Kiev today, adding 
that the fighting ts pro is procéeding. 


BERN®E, Sept. 3.—The Russian, Bol- 
sheviki have proposed. peace negotia- 
tions, following the rout.of their forces, 
which are surrounded, according to an 
official announcement ‘received here. 


The .foregoing dispatch, while it does 
not mention any particular digtrict: in 
Russia, probably’ has reference to‘ the 
Lithuanian front; where’ the Bolsheviki 
were said on Tuesday to be surrounded 
and to be offering to make ‘peace.

LONDON, Sept. 3.—Leon Trotzky, the 
Bolshevist Military and Naval Com- 
missary, addressing. the Petrograd 
Soviet on Sept. 1, declared that the Bol- 
sheviki must stand proudly and impreg- 
nably in the defense of Petrograd, ac- 
cording to a Soviet Government wireless 
message from Moscow. 

Trotzky added that.unless Finland 
gave guarantees of her sincerity and the 
cessation of further provocation the 
Bolsheviki will make every preparation 
for an overwhelming advance into. that 
country. 

The Soviet approved unanimously a 
proposal to offer peace to Esthonia.
